WHEAT MARKET. 
The fact that the wheat production 
of the district thig season will be very 


- largely in excess of that of last season 


is now thoroughly established. The 
quantity will be greater—not less than 
twice as much—and the quality wii! 


be as good. If the mills could not 


handle last season's crop—as they 
could not—much less will they be 
able to handle this season’s. It is 
evideat that more buyers will have to 
b2 induced to operate here or there 
will be a glut of wheat that will turn 
the bounty of providence, into an in- 


jury rather than a benefit. If buyers 
do not come until the quantity of 
marketable grain is assured by the re- 
turns from the threshers there will be 
a considerable period of slack demand 
and consequently low prices, extending 
at least from the time of the first 
threshing to the last. To get over 
this difiiculty the Edmonton board of 
trade, the several agricultural societies 
and some of the prominent merchants 
have decided to arrange for the col- 
lection of reliable crop statistics 
throughout the district, at the earliest 
date. The total acreage of each man’s 
crop will be taken, the totals in wheat, 
oais and barley and the estimated yield. 
It is thought that this information 
car be secured with sufficient prompti- 
tude and accuracy to have the desired 
effect in attracting the attention of 
Also that of the railway 


buyers. 
company to the necessity of increased 
train service on the C. & E. line, dur- 
ing the coming winter for the purpose 
of moving the crop. The price of 
wheat is now very fair and it is in 
every way desirable that full advant- 
age should be derived from it before 
the price has a chance to fall. This is 
a matterin which everyone in the 
district is vitally interested and it is 
to be hoped that everyone, and parti- 
cularly the farmers, will aid the col- 
lection of these statistics in every 
There is no money in the busi- 


way. 
ness directly for anyone, but there is 
money for everyone in securing te | 
highest price and the readiest market 
for the magnificent crop now being 
put into stack throughoyt the district. 


The export of last year’s grain was 
= 


Almost entirely to British Columbia. 


It is just possible that the British 
Columbia mills will not be able to 
take all the wheat this district has to 
offer this season. If it has to be ex- 
ported east the cost of haul is not so 
much against us as the railway mile- 
age would indicate. The rate from 
Edmonton to Fort William is 33e per 
100, or nearly 20c a bushel. From 
Winnipeg it is 17c or nearly l2ca 
bushel, a difference of only 8c a bushel 
against idmonton, as compared with 
Winnipeg and only 7}c as compared 
with Brandon. At present export 
prices farmers here can stand this 
freight if they get all that is in the 
wheat beside a fair profit for the 
buyer. 

Of course until the statistics are 
collected it is too early to say what 
amount of grain will be available for 
export. But placing the export of 
Edmonton and Wetaskiwin at 70 
cars, and the home consumption at an 
equal amount and estimating the pre- 
sent crop at {twice as large as last 
year’s, if the home production has not 
increased, there would be just three 
times as much for export this year as 
last. Once the home demand is satis- 
fied all the increase is for export. 

Since the Ist of October, 1896, 
there has been shipped from points 
along the C. & E. line 75 cars of wheat 
of which not less than 50 were from 
Edmonton and 20 from Wetaskiwin, 
besides 163 cars of oats and 14 cars | 
of barley. Seventy-five car loads of 
wheat means roughly 50,000 bushels. | 
This statement is from a careful count | 
of the returns of car loads sent out, 
furnished the BuLLETIN by the rail- 
way authorities for the information 
of the public. While the oat crop 
will not be much increased in the 
Edmonton district last year 
there is no doubt that it will be much 
greater at points south. In the Ed- 
monton district the wheat acreage has 
been increased at the expense of the 
oats. 


over 


While 75 curs of wheat were 
sent out two roller mills and two 


stone mills were kept running steadily, 
the former night and day for some 
time, and they still have old wheat on 
hand. Therefore it is likely that more 
wheat was ground here than was ex- 
ported. In proportion as the home 
consumption vas greater than the 
quantity exported, so the doubling of 
the total crop will still more greatly 
increase the amount to be exported. 


FROM MACKENZIE RIVER. ~ 


W. F. Bredin and W. Armstrong 
arrived from Fort Wrigley, Mackenzie 
river on Thursday afternoon, Sept. 
9th. They left Wrigley on June 7th, 
in a clinker built skiff of 15} feet 
keel and 4} feet beam, One man 
tracked and the other steered by 
turns nearly all the way. They had 
no cargo. : 

From Wrigley to Simpson at month 
of Liard, they tracked and sailed 136 
miles in five days. 

Simpson to Providence near outlet 
of Slave lake, 158 miles, in nine days. 

Providence to Resolution at entrance 
of Slave river into Slave lake, 167 
miles along the south shore of Great 
Slave lake took 7 days, rowing all the 
way on account of head winds. 

Resolution to Smith at foot of 
rapids on Slave river, 190 miles, 8 
days tracking and sailing. 

Smith portage, 16 miles. They had 
their boat and cargo hauled across the 
portage by ox team in a day, fer 
which they paid 21 skins, equal to 
$10.50 in cash. 

Smith to Chipewyan on Lake Atha- 
basca, 102 miles, 43 days. 

Chipewyan te McMurray on Atha- 
basca river, 185 miles, 84 days. 

McMurray to head of Grand rapids, 
87 miles, 6 days, In this stretch of 


| river they had two men tracking and 


sometime three and four. 

Grand rapids to Athabasca Land- 
ing, 167 miles, 9 days. 

Landing to Edmcaton, 2} days by 
team. 

On the way up met Shand and party 
at Resolution about July 24th. The 
members of the party, four in all, 
were well, and Mr. Bredin saw them 
pull out from Resoluiion for their 
voyage to Providence along the shore 
of the lake. Also met at Resoluticn 
Rey. T. J. Marsh and Mrs. Marsh and 
Miss Veitch, of the Ckurch of Eng- 
land mission at Hay river. Also H. 
Anthony and W. Clark, of Edmonton, 


| and six other hunters and trappers. 


Met Pilon an party at Smith Land- 
ing about August 7th. All well and 
going all right. Buffalo Jones was with 
them bound for the Barren Grounds 
to bring out one or more live musk ox. 

Met 8. Emerson and Jas. Dinner 
at Chipewyan. 

Met Colin Fraser and party, Step- 
hens and narty, W. Conners--and 
Wright and P elyat McMurray. 

--Met Capt. Segers and Jenner and 
party 15 miles above McMurray. 

Met one Duluth party, and English 
party and a party of two men at foot 
of Grand rapids. 

Met Montreal party at head of 
Grand rapids, 

Met a large number of parties be- 
tween Grand rapids and the Landing. 
The Chicago party was at the Landing 
awaiting arrival of their boats from 
Edmonton. 

J.S. Edmonton wili trap for the 
winter at Stony Island on Slave river, 
30 miles from Chipewyan. Met D. 
Cadzow, trader and trapper, at Peli- 
can rapids. Geo. Martin an old 
timer in the north is trapping 70 miles 


below Fort Smith. 


W. Patton, G. Young and Geo. 
Slater will winter at Fort Norman, 
Patton will trade for Hislop & Nagle. 

The police constable, who was sup- 
posed to have been stationed at Fort 
Smith during the summer, was at 
Chipewyan. The two policemen sta- 
tioned at Grand rapids, came up on 
the last trip of the Athabasca. 


Saw the steamer Wrigley on June 
8th, on f-» way north to Macpherson, 
and saw her again at Smith after her 
return® from Macpherson. She is to 
be broken up this winter at Smith 
and a new hull built, six feet longer 
and two feet wider than her’ present 
one. On her trip down the Mackenzie 
she hung up for 13 days on a sand 
bar in the lower part of the river. 

Gardens are cultivated at all the 
Hudson’s Bay posts as far north as 
Good Hope at the Arctic Circle. 
Salt from Salt river is used in all the 
northern country. In going down 
Mr. Bredin’s party purchased their 
season’s supply of salt at three skins 
a bushel, equal to $1.50 in cash. It is 
excellent salt, but owing to floods hav- 
ing washed out the deposit it was 
comparatively scarce last year. 

Slave lake his immense quantities 
of whitefish. Not less than 100,000 
are caught each season at Big Island 
near the outlet of the lake. 

In tracking up the river on the 
the lower Athabasca the trackers 
walked for one hundred miles on 
petroleum tar oozing out of the river 
bank. The oil borers at Pelican 
rapids have struck a flow of gas, and 
tar and have good indications cf oil. 
They are down about 800 feet. 

At Simpson Mr. Bredin saw the 
canoe which W. Ogilvie abandoned 
in 1891, on the Sicemine Chief river 
when portaging over to Peace river. 
It was still in good order.

The trip down last season was made 
in a sturgeon head boat, 45 feet 
over all, 11 feet beam, built at the 
Landing by Capt. Shot, aad cost $220. 
Her cargo was about 12,000 pounds 
and her crew, five men to Smith. 
There were C. H. Mott, J. Burk, W. 
McLeod, J. Cummings and W. F. 
Bredin. Another boat accompanied. 
She was a flat boat carrying about 
8,000 pounds and was manned by 
Messrs. Mobley, Armstrong and Rae. 
The two boats bore jointly the ex- 
pense of guides and helpers. A guide, 
W. Hoole, was hired at the Landing 
to take the party through the rapids 
to Fort McMurray. He was paid 
$40 and board while on the trip and 
food for the return to the Landing. 


The Landing was left on July 28th, 
96. Water at a good stage. Both 
boats drifted to Grand rapids in 24 
days. Portaged boats and loads at 
Grand rapids taking three days hard 
work. Portaged the load about 100 
yards at the Cascade rapid and let 
the boat down with a line. All the 
rapids are dangerous without a pilot. 
Ran from the foot of Grand rapids to 
McMurray in 24 days. The pilot was 
discharged there, and boats drifted to 
Lake Athabasca, but were delayed by 
head winds. Took the wrong chan- 
nel in entering Laxe Athabasca and 
bad to row and sail 18 miles across 
the lake to Chipewyan. Should have 
taken left hand channel. ‘Then woul 
have had only eight miles of lake to 
cross to Chipewyan. McMurray to 
Chipewyan, 9 davs. There is no 
shelter in crossing to Chipewyan so 
that fair weather must be chosen. 


At Chipewyan the party hired a 
guide to accompany them over the 
Smith rapids. They paid him 40 
skins equal to $20 cash. <A guide is 
desirable in order to strike the proper 
outlet from the lake, which is called 
Stony river and enters Slave. river 
about 30 miles from Chipewyan. 
There is about ten miles of coasting 
along the lake from Chipewyan to 
reach Stony river. Chipewyan to

At Smith Landing hired Souzie 
Boulieau as guide over the rapids, and 
ten helpers. Paid the guide 50 skins 
and the helps 30 skins each for both 


boats. There are three portages over | Valuable information furnished free in reference to Routes, 


which boats and cargoes must be 
hauled, and one rapid at which half 
the cargo has to be taken out. Some- 
times the proper channel is impassible 
from drift wood or low water; in 
which case another portage is neces- 
sary. Three and a half days were 
occupied passing both boats over the 
rapids. The three portages are about 
half a mile each and one of them is 
over a vise of 100 feet. Block and 
tackle is used to haul the boats. 


that there were only four men in the 
sturgeon head boat. Reached Res 
solutien-an_Sent..Ist, a little over a 
month from the Landing. 

From Resolution to Providence 
they had a slow and stormy passage 
along Slave lake. The first day out 
the wind was very high, the waves 
rising 20 feet. They had to cross a 
bay in order to reach the shelter of 
Green Island. The bay is shallow 
with rocky shore. Both boats sailed 
very well. The flat boat was steered 
with a sweep and the sturgeon head 
with a rudder. ‘The latter was the 
more manageable. A York boat 
would have sailed still better. Both 
boats were under manned for sailing 
in contrary winds, the rowing power 
not being strong enough to keep them 
either from being blown ashore or 
driven out into the lake. Three days 
out from Resolution they were driven 
ashore on Sandy point, east of Hay 
river and remained there three days. 
Had to partly unload to get off. At Hay 
river they were wind bound for eleven 
days. The wind blew off shore and 
they were afraid of being carried out 
into the lake. From Hay river they 
were half a day to Rocky point where 
they were again wind bound for a day 
and a half. From Rocky point they 
sailed well into the Mackenzie in half 
a day. 

The boats parted at Beaver river 
30 miles above Providence where 
Mobley wintered. Bredin’s party 
reached Providence im another half 
day, Octeber Ist, a month after leav- 
ing Resolution. On 2nd October row- 
ed across an expansion of the Mac- 
kenzie called the Littlelake. On the 
morning of the 3rd, about one o'clock, 
had to get up and hoist sail as the 
wind was beating the boat*against 
the shore. Sailed the rest of the 
night and after daylight were compel- 
led to land by a severe snow storm 
which lasted all that day. Next day 
was fine. Pulled out and at dark 
made a point on the Mackenzie known 
as the Head of the line, the place at 
which tracking ceases on the Mac- 
kenzie on the up trip. This point is 
829 miles above Fort MacPherson and 
70 miles above Simpson. Tied up the 
sweep of the boat there in the evening 
and drifted all night, the boat turn- 
ing round and round in the current. 
Woke up at day break in the morning 
at Simpson at the mouth of the 
Liard. The weather was fine and the 
snow had disappeared. Stayed at 
Simpson a day, and drifted to  Wrig- 
ley, 134 miles, in 24 days, reaching 
that point on October 8th, 73 days 
from the Landing. The principal de- 
lay was caused by the contrary winds 
on Slave lake where fully three weeks 
were lost from that cause. Had the 
crew been large enough to have
